CORONATION PROCESSION, 



IN or^r to form a correct idea of this Panohama, it 
is necessary for the Spectators to imagine themselves 
placed in the Central Pavilion, an extensive range of 
galleries, erected in the Garden of Parliament Square, 
from whence the View was taken. As a large portion x>f 
the Pavilion could not be seen in the Pictur^ ajQid the 
remainder would have produced a disagreeaWe ^Bect, by 
interceptii^ Westminster Abbey, &c. it has been en- 
tirely qmitted ; consequently, a part of the Garden fills 
the spaq0 the Pavilion would otherwise have occupied. 
This point was the most favourable that could be selected, 
^s it embraced nearly the whole of the Platform on which 
the Procession moved ; and, a great portion of it turning 
round the Central Pavilion, an opportunity offered of 
giving a near view of the most interesting part of that 
splendid pageant, combined with the surrounding 
buildings and galleries, faithfully copied in all their 
ornamental variety. 

One of the Towers of Westminster Hall, undergoing 
repair, and being incomplete, was covered with boards, 
as represented; and Henry the Vllth/s Chapel was

without the turrets, since added to the end adjoining 
the Abbey. 

The period exhibited is the return from Westminster 
Abbey to the Hall, after the religious part of the cere- 
mony was completed, when His Majesty appeared in the 
nill co.stume of Royalty, AViearing the magnificent Crown 
of State made expressly for the occasion. The scene at 
this time was particularly grand, as the galleries were 
more numerously attended than at the early part of the 
day ; and, as the King approached, the company in them 
rose, demonstrating their loyalty by loud and repeated 
acclamations, the Gentlemen uncovered, and the Ladies 
waving their white handkerchiefs ; the whole forming the 
nivOst imposing spectacle that can be imagined. 

The Platform extending from Westminster Hall to the 
Abbey, in a serpentine line, was 1500 feet in length, by 
24 feet in width, covered with matting, and in the cen- 
tre with purple cloth, 12 feet wide; over the Platform, 
a canvass-awning, elevated 14 feet, was ingeniously con- 
trived to be pulled down with cords, in the event of rain ; 
but, the day being remarkably fine and cloudless, it re- 
mained drawn up, so as not to interrupt the view of the 
Procession from the highest galleries. 

To the uprights supporting the awning wasattached a 
hand-rail on each side, covered with purple cloth ; but, 
as it injured the effect of the Figures, it has been omit- 
ted in the Representation. 
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Extract from the Supplement to the London Gazette^ of 
Tuesday, the SUt Jult/y 1SQ.I. 

After reciting the whole of the Ceremonies observed at 
the Coronation, the Gazette proceeds,—*' then the King 
was disrobed of his Dalmatic Robe of State, and arrayed 
in his Royal Robe of Purple Velvet, the Archbishop de- 
livering the Sceptre with the Cross into his right hand, 
and the Orb into his left. The Dean then delivered the 
Sceptre with the Dove to the Duke of Rutland, who had 
before carried it; and who was to bear it in the returning 
procession. 

'* As soon as the King entered St. Edward's Chapel, 
the Officers of Arms called over and arranged the pro- 
cession for the return to Westminster Hall ; and, at the 
moment when his Majesty came out of the Chapel, th 
Procession moved forward to Westminster Hall, in the 
same order as it came from thence, except that the Dean 
and Prebendaries of Westminster did not return, — and the 
Noblemen who in the former procession had borne the 
Gold Spurs, and St. Edward's Staff, left in St. Edward's 
Chapel, and the Orb, and the Sceptre with the Cross, 
now borne by his Majesty, walked in their due places, ac*. 
cording to their degrees in the Peerage.*'
